HOW DEEP AUD WIDE TO PLOW, 


llotv deep to plow is anotlior point of 


importance-no; wilh sand, but witli 
clay. It is an old practico to turn up 
a liltle raw soil and oxpoao it to tlio 
frost, lo bo mixed with tlie oilier soil 
v.-licn put in in the spring. This prac- 
tice is continued eacli fall till a good 
depth is miiched, an,! tlio plan has 
proved 11 good one. Xot that tho raw 
soil will be changed by tho frodt so ns 
t" add much, if any, to thp plant food 
tne first s-.s'in, but it will add to the 
li i.ly of tlie soil, and in a year or two 
a'ismeiit tlie fertility. I have my 3tis- 
picion, delived from experience, that 
instead oC benefiting the first year, es- 
pecially if a cold spring, tho crude soil 
brought up is rather a hindrance to the 
growth ; nud if the soil is not ucli, it 
should be aided by manure, applied af- 
ter the land is plowed In the fall, am! 
spiead evenly at the time, so jut to be 
ready for tho harrow in tho spring. 
The maniac, besides serving us plant 
food, will aid (lie elements in preparing 
tho raw soil. To bring up much of the 
latter at one plowing is to fail of a pay- 
ing crop the next year, and tho elu-ut 
will be felt the year after ; itsliould not 
be done in tillable soil that would be 
bem-titi-d by under-draining. When well 
drained, less attention is nccess.iry ; the 
crude soil having been uarti.illy acted 
ilium before I'l'inu biought tip, will IK- 
MI uier n ductd to thu proper condition, 
and less restraining to the crop. 


Some soil is so wet from lack of diain- 


ase, that it is always dillleult to sow it 
in the spring, and when sowed it is late, 
and ihe ground in bad condition. u u, 
tlie practice lo plow such soil in narrow 
"lands," from 6 to It) luct in width, nar- 
rowing from tho larger figure as Iho 
ground is wetter; the plowing, to bo 
up and down, slopes so that the open 
furrows may readily carry off the water. 
In the spring, ils soon as tlie ground 
will barely do to pass the harrow over, 
it should be sowed, as delay renders il 
liable to being packed and soaked by the 
rains till too late, and unfit to put in • 
and it does not require much rain to do' 
this. Ereu should there be no rain, the 
nrsl chance for sowing is the best, as it 
Imds the soil more or less loose from the 
effect of the frost. Fortunately 
tlio 


ground is in the best possible condition 
this fall for plowing in tltia section for 
all kinds of soil, aa there have been no 
late heavy rains-only just snlliciunt 
moisture to mellow the tillable soll.- 
Cover tliis, where clay piedomlnale 
wilh an ovenly-spread coat of manur 
after plowing, and nothing can bo line 
than the seed-bed will ba in tl.e spi in" 
Quite poor soil can thus ba reclaim^ 
almost at once, as the texture and fu 
tility will both ba improved, in nddilio 
to the be=t of chances for .stocking dmvi 
Tho present autumn thus offers a rat 
chance for improving our clay lands
